tionecl in Pinar dol Rio province. Ac- 
cording to Mr. Uyan, General Maceo 
was iji the very heart of Havana city 
laat Monday uud more than that, had 
his piottm taken and handed a copy of 
the Mune to Mr. Bjan ao that ha might 
Bhow it to the preflident and to (General 
Lee. Maceo cainn to Havana and then 
a friend c<jndii('ted Mr. Hyau to the 
place of meeting. Maceo was in dis- 
guise. Ho was dressed like a poor 
peasant. He WM in perfect health and 
hopefnl of laooeM for the Oaban arms. 

"Yea.^'I MW General Maoeo." Mid Mr. 
Ryan. "I had a long talk with him. 
Yes, I told General Lee all about it and 
he knowa what Maceo told me." 

Mr. Ryan waaSasked whether he asked 
General Maceo if be was in Uirag (rf su- 
nezation of Cuba. 

"I did mention this to him," said Mr. 
Ryan. "His reply was: 'I am a soldier. 
I am here to make war. I am going to 
continue to fight Spain until Cuba shall 
be free. I know notliing abont diidoma- 

tic relations.' " 

During the interview General Maceo 
was surrounded by three of bis com- 
manders who had accoinpnnled him to 

Havana. 

"I think he came to Havana to see 
pome (if the leaders of the nivolutionary 
party," .^aid Mr. Uyan. "He was await- 
ing news froMi tlio United States. He 
said he hoped tlio United States will 
recognize the Cubans as belligerents." 

"Our only hope lies in the action that 
may be taken by your country," is what 
General Maceo told Mr. Ryan. 

Another important feature of Mr. 
Ryan's trip is that he personally visited 
the trocha, unknown to Genend Wey- 
ler, and he intimates that OMMNI Lee, 
too, has seen the trocha.

New York, June 24. — A morning pa- 
per says that Dr. J. D. Castillo, a mem- 
ber of the Caban junta, is in Baltimore 
fitting oiit an expedition which be will 
lead to Onbft. It is said that he h.i.s 
booght a steamer, which will take one 
of the largest eiqiMditions erer sent to 
Cuba. The cargo will oonsist of M,000 
rifles, 1,000,000 rounds of ammunition, 
8,000 machetes, three tons of dynamite 
and seren HotchUss guns. This expe- 
dition is going to Maceo's camp.

CANADIAN GOVERNMENT DEFEATED. 

Rimuir «f thn Elpclinn Ilrlil Tliroii^huut 
the notnlnluii Yratrrdity. 

Toronto, June ii4.— While the re- 
turns from the Dominton eleetioii ara 
not all in thej are sufficiently near com* 
pletion to indicate a decided defeat for 

the government. The Catholic vote, 
upon which the ministry relied, has ut- 
terly failed to go Conservative. (Quebec, 
which in the last election gave the Lib- 
erals a majority of only 5 Totes and 
which on the strength (tf the remedial 
legislation to which the goremment is 
pledge was expected to go strongly Oon- 
serrative, has wheeled aronnd and 
given the Libwala from SOtoSSma- 
jority. 

In Toronto the fight was a straight 
one as regards the separate school issne 
and the antis carried all four seato by 

large majorities. 

Great interest was taken in the fight 
in Winnipeg citr between Joseph Mar- 
tin, Liberal, author of the bill abolish- 
ing separate schools in Manitoba, and 
Hugh John McDonald, son of Canada's 
former premier. Sir John A. McDonald. 
McDonald won, his personal popularity 
carrying him through. 

Tli(' general results show disastrous!}- 
for tlio government. Conservatives, 65; 
Liberals, 9.5; Patrons, 2; Indcpendv-nts, 
7; leaving 41 seats to be still heard from. 
If these seat;! follow the complexion of 
the last election, Mr. LaueriiT the lib- 
eral leader will assume othci' witli a 
majority of 20 votes, not counting tlie 
nine Independents whicli would largely 
gravitate to the winninc ^ide. The 
Conservatives concede thai thsj haTe 
met their Waterloo. 



ILLINOI S DEMO CRATa 

John P. Altgeid MraooilMtcd For Gov- 
•raor AgAlnat HIa Owa OpiHwitloB. 

Peoria, His., June 34.— John P. Alt- 

geld is the nominee of the Deiuocratic 
party for governor of Illinois. He was 
unanimously placed at flm liead of the 
ticket yesterday afternoon. Ho bad no 
opposition and a few moments before 
the honor was thrust upon he declared 
that he did not want it. He said so at 
the conclusion of one of the most im- 
jjressive sjK'cches over made before a 
Democratic convention. Ho said that 
lie was physically unable to make tlio 
tight, and his financial affairs were in 
bad shape luid needed his attention. 
No sooner had he mentioned Ins desire 
to retire from public life than there 
came an impassioned shout of disap- 
proval, not only from the delegates, bat 
from thousands of psopia who were 

crowded in the hall. 

It was a strange convention and will 
not soon bo forgotten. It was in session 
only a little over five hours. Nearly all 
the candidates were nominated by ac- 
clamation. 

There was no strife. There were no 
accrimoiiious speeches saTe those dtavct- 
• i1 against the enemy. 

i'ho convention came out strongly for 
free silver, and so instructed its dele- 
gates at large to the national conven- 
tion. The platform was almost diamet- 
rically opposite in its piirts to that of 
the Republican partj, and the 1,063 
delegates TOted nnaninoaslj for ite 
adoption. 

TEX AS DIVID EO. 

TImm Am Vwe Wiaga of tho Domoeratic 

I'arty in That Stitto. 

Austin, June 24. — The two wings of 
the Denux!ratic party met in sejiarate 
session yesterday for the purpose of 
electing delegates to the Chicago con- 
Tcntico, wad as both factions held sepa- 
rate oouTentions there was Tery little 
friction between either luoeting. 

The gold standard con vi'iitioii decided 
to thoroufjhly rcort;anize the Di iiiocrutic 
party in Texas by electing a new execu- 
tive committee and calling of a state 
convention at Wooo on Aug. lid to nom- 
inate a full state ttekal from governor 
down. 

From this it is easily inferred regard- 
less of whether they are recognized at 
Chicago or not, the gold men propose to 
fight in the atate and their avowed in- 
tention as promulgated yesterday is to 
give no quarter to the silver men. They 
selected delegates to Chicago and also 
elected presidential electors. The plat- 
form adopted was strongly landatOiy of 
Cleveland and Carlisle.

There is no particular 
ht in this convention, sare in the 
matter of a few delegates to the Chica- 
go oonrenttou wherein some are trying 
to down Congressman Bailey, who is 
very anxious to get on the delegation.

Coi.rMnu^. O., June 24.— Tho prelim- 
inary meetings last night sliowed th.it 
the silver men have aImo>t COO of th 
750 delegates to the Democratic stat 
convention which meets here today. 

At the district meetings the silver 
men carried 17 of the congressional dis 
trirts and the gold men four. The com 
mittee on resolutions and Other com- 
mittees, including the slala oantrai 

committee, stand 17 to 4. 

The Ohio delegation to Chicago 
when the delegates are all chosen, will 
probably ttand 38 to 8 for free silver, 
although the silver men claim 40 to «5. 
With tneir large majority in this con- 
Tention the surer men intend to in- 
struct the Ohio delegation for free coin- 
age and to vote as a unit, so that the 
four gold districts, which include tli 
cities of Dayton, Hamilton, Toledo and 
Cleveland will be shut out. 

While the instructions on free silver 
will be ironclad, there will be n<> in 
structions for president. Most of tho 
county conventions had endorsed ex 
Oovernor Campbell for president before 
the tidal wave for silTer set in and now 
the silver leaders claim that Campbell 
is too conservatlTe on the financial 
question. Meantime John W. Book' 
waiter, an original f^ sUrer man, who 
was the Democratic candidate for gov 
emor against Oharlos Foster in 1881. 
had worked up quite a sentiment in f a- 
Torcrfhis enoOTsement for president. 
Campbell and his friends opemy onxise 
Bookwalter. 

The fight between them waa stopped 
yestei-day by the Mends of John R Mc- 
Lean, who said they would oppoee 
either iuatructtons or the endorsement 
of any one for president. It is under- 
stood that this movement is in ttie in- 
urest of McLean for the natkmal 
ticket. 

While Oampbell, McLean and Book- 
waiter haTe their respeotiTe followiugs 
as the Ohio favorite, Colonel Joseph R. 
Rickey of Missouri has been active in 
the interest of Bland for president. 
General A. J. Warner, president of the 
American Bimetal League, is also here 
taking an active part in the interest of 
the fusion of all silver inteiests. Tho 
silver slate includes John R. McLean, 
John W. Bookwalter, Allen W. Thur- 
man and L. L. Iloldea for delegates at 
large. 

Very little interest is being taken in 
tho state tickt>t. The leading candi- 
dates for secretary of state, the head of 
the ticket, are A. A. Hrow n of Ciiicin- 
uuti and e.\- Congressman ti. S. Voder 
of Lima. 

SUPREME COURT DECISIONS. 

Three CMea of Great Impurtttiic* Fiually 
Disposed Of. 

CoLUiotTS, O., June 24. —The supreme 
court yesterday gave a most important 

decision, bearing upcm tho state f(K)d 
laws. It is given in the case of the 
state aKaiiist L. Dralier of Cleveland. 
In substance it is that the addition of a 
foreign substance to an article of food 
is an adulteration, even though it is not 
detelerious to the person eating it. 

The court also decided that the Hard 
law, laying an excise tax upon express 
companies of 2 per cent on their gross 
receipts in this state, is conatitntional 
and vaUd. It was brought bv the 
Adama, lue American and the United 
States companies. They refused to pay 
at all two years ago, and last year paid 
the tax into the hands of the auditor of 
state and enjoined him from paying it 
into the state treasury. The tax 
amounts to about $12,000 p(>r annum. 
They will now have to pay up. 

A decision was also rendered in the 
ca.se brought to test tho constiturionality 
of the city government of Akron and 
involving also that of Youngstowii, 
held the law establishing these govern- 
ments to be valid. 

The court did not decide the cases 
from Cleveland, Dayton and Hamilton, 
involving the dassihcation of cities, the 
most important question to the people 
of the state now before the court, but as 
tho Akron case involved that (lucstioii 
as an important factor, the decision in 
that ca.se seems to foreshadow a decision 
fi-um the court upholding the dassifica- 
tioB of the oth er cities.

London, June 84.— The Globe com-

government has repeated an insult to 
Great Britain, with wliich even Ameri- 
can spread-eagleism could not sympa- 
thise. Itloofai as if President Crespo 
was thinking of the approach of the prea- 
idontial elt!ction in the United States, 
and was anxious to force a collibiuu 
witli (ireat liritain before the question 
has lost its electioneering value." 

The St. James Gazette, ref'/rring to 
the same subject, says: "This last im- 
pertinence is a repetition of the Uiuaii 
and other aft'airs (liu-iug a half century 
and yet Venezuela lias nevtM'aii<ilii|,'i/,('d. 
Are we waif ing to see tlie opinion wliicli 
the .\iiierican committee will reach up- 
on the various liistoric «|iiestii)ns wliicli 
II IS investigating in a languid way .' If 
we are going to ignore the insulation of 
Caracas out of regard for tlie suscepti- 
bilities of Washington, om- j)atieuco 
will not want for exercise." 

Tho Standard says: "Venezuela may 
contest or dejiy tmr rights to the tract 
beyond the Uuyini, but we can not be 
expected to tolerate their exercise of 
sovereignty there.

(j. Greskam. secretary of state, and 
dated Aug. 18, 1894. 

The pretended misaion of the swin- 
dler was to distribute campaign funds 
for the national administration and he 
claimed to be able to give out to favored 
ones greenbacks that had been pre- 
aented to the govemmont for redemp- 
tion and cancellation. He claimed that 
instead of destroying these bills, the ad- 
ministration stored them iu the (reus- 
uiy vaults to be distributed by liim f or 
caiiipaigu purpo.sc-s. 

From each of bis dupes tho swindler 
exacted an initiation fee of $250, and he 
rej>resented to them that the number of 
citizens admitted to the brotherhood 
was so reg\ilate(l tli:it e.ii li member 
would bo given .•-i.ooo annually to dis- 
tribute. 

Notwithstanding that the scheme was 
clearly fraudulent, the authorities have 
evidence that the swindle has been ex- 
tensively worked in Taias, central Mis* 
souri and Tennessee. 

The swindler was greatly :is-isted in 
convincing liis dupes by an accomplice 
in Washiiigfou, from whom be received 
a daily mail, including tn as\n-y re- 
ports and other statements that were 
aiij)areiitly sent tt) him in franked en- 
velope.-!. These were exhibited as an 
evidence of his authoritv. Bell, or 
Swarta, daimsto be a Oalifamian.

SECRET SOCIETY 

Aa Sspeltod Membta^ 

Must Be Fald. 

Moxmr Verkon, IIIb., June 94. — The 

Illinois appellate court for the Fourth 
district has haxnled down an opinion 
declaring that where it ,-< ciet society 
expels a member the court may inquire 
into the expulsion and see whether or 
not it is Just and ought to have been 
made. 

The case passed upon is that of the 

Modem Woodmen of America vs. Anna 
Deters, on appeal from St. Clair ootinty 
August Deters waa a member of the 

Modern Woodmen. He held a benefit 
certitlcute in the order for $3,000, paya 
ble to his wife, Anna Deters, in the 
event of his death while in good stand 
ing iu the order, but if he were to ba 
e.vpelled while holding the certificate 
tlie same should bo null and void 

He was expelled while holding the 
certificate and shortly after he died. 
His wife brought suit upon the certifi- 
cate, claiming the expulsion to have 
been unf:ur and illegal. The order 
claimed the expulsion could not be 
looked into by the courts. The appellate 
court held such expulsions to he projier 
subjects of judicial inquiry and gave 
judgmuiit in f avoT oC the baptioiary on 

the certificate. 



It Is Feared That tho Whole Country May 
Soon Beoome lBvolv*d« 

Nkw Tobk, June 34.— A dispateh to 
The Herald from Panama, Colombia, 

says: It is stated here upon p:ood au- 
thority that the revolt which started at 
Iquitos, Peru, a few weeks ago contin- 
ues to gain iu strength and adherents, 
and if the expedition, part of which has 
left the capital for Loreto, the disturbed 
lirovince, is not atrong enough to crtuh 
it— for the revolters number several 
thousands— then it is feared that the 
whole country will soon be in revolt.

FRANxroRT, Ky., June 20.— The State 

I'l'iaid of Sinkin:^ I'"iiiid ("niiiiui-sidners, 
who are ex-otliuio penitentiary managers 
in this State, are confronted with an ex- 
pensive and perplexing probic in. 

In the two penitentiaries oi the State 
there is a total population of 1,300. At 
present these convicts are idle. 

The Eddyville, or branch per.itentiary, 
recently burned, entailing a Ios.j of about 
$100,000 on the State, and rendering idle 
the convicts hero till the penitentiary 
ciHiId be put in condition i"r ii| eration 
again. Ponding arrangements tliere and 
a settlement of other complications, the 
lessees of the Ma-^on-Fcard Coinpauy 
have abandoned their lease of the convict 
labor, and have thrown back upon the 
State the entire burden of taking care of 
that big institution. The Stale, liiruugh 
Attorney General Taylor wi 1 bring suit 
against the lessees for damages, and will 
also sue for a big sum of back dues al- 
leged to be owing. The lessees will at- 
tempt to otl&et this witli alleged claims 
against the State. I/>ng and expensive 

litigation will be the result. 

Tiie Frankfort Penitentiary has been 
wholly idle for two years past, but has 
resumed woik at last, and will turn out 
thousands of chairs weekly, but the con- 
tract for the output of this also bangs fire 
and has not yet been let. 

It was tstiinated that the two great ii:- 
stitutions ran behind over $.50,000 when 
the regular income from them was turned 
into the State treasury, but at i)resent 
the expense ar. dunt is by far the largest 
drain upon the State treasury of any 
character. The penitentiary situation has 
become so grave that (iov. Ibailley is 
again being urged to call the Legislature 
into session to enact some sort of policy 
to put it on a safe basis. 

Abandonment of the Eddyville Peni- 
tentiary is also being urged by some of 
the commissioners on the ground that it 
is untitteil on account of location and 
Otherwise for a i)eiiitentiary, and they 
recommend that it be utilized as a bouse 
of reform.
